The subject to which T wish to call attention is the dangerous condition of the load between 
the 
two 


bridges at Coshocton. 
I do not know whether there is a law upon the statute books of Ohio compelling the prop- 


er officials to see that dangerous loads, approaches, etc, aic pioperly protected against accidents; if theie be 
such a law, I CANNOT REFRAIN PROM SAYING THAT THE COUNTY IS RESPONSIBLE FOR MY BROTH- 
ER'S DEATH—even though there be no such law, is there not a higher law than meie statutoiy law that can 
be invoked, especially when human life is at stake. 


I cannot help but think that had this treacherous piece of road been protected by a guard rail that my 


brother would not have come to an untimely death by finding a wateiy giavo. 


I do hope and sincerely pray that the sacrifice of my brotlici's life will be the means of preventing like 


accidents happening in the future

Declare at the 


Final Meeting That Their Offer Is 
the Best That Can Be Made—Union 
Representatives Hold a Secret Ses- 
sion—Arbitration May Be Asked. 


Chicago, March :iS.~-The federal 


government will likely be asked to 
intervene 
to pi event a 
threatened 


strike of the conductors and trainmen 
on the western railroads, and if the 
plans of the general managers do not 
miscarry, the whole controversy will 
be submitted to arbitration for settle- 
ment. The general manageis gave 
out a statement in which they declare 
that they will demand arbitration un- 
der the Erdmann act. 


The 43.000 trainmen of the roads 


seem nearer a strike now than at any 
time since the negotiations were be- 
gun, two months ago. with the gen- 
eral managers for an increase 
in 


wages and a -shorter -workday. 
The 


latest conference between the repre- 
sentatives of the men and railioad of- 
ficials lasted four hours, but was a 
failure so far as bringing about a; so- 
lution of the trouble. * The-a-allroads 
offered the men increases of 7 per 
cent to passenger conductors and 10 
per cent to minor employ es. The lat- 
ter include brakemen. firemen, bag- 
gagemen and allied workeis. The jnen 
had demanded an increase of 12 per 
cent and a nine-hour workday, and 
when the railroad officials declared 
their offer was the best that could be 
made tne conference came to an end, 
as the men by a lefereudum vote 
taken last week had decided not to 
accept anything but what their de- 
mands called for. 


Immediately after the joint confer- 


ence broke up the repiesentatives of 
the men got together to consider the 
advisability of calling a stnke in or- 
der to bring the railroads to terms. 
Just what decision was leached is not 
known, as the union men declined to 
discuss what had taken place at the 
meeting. They were a unit, however. 
In declaring a peaceable settlement of 
the controversy can only be leach- 
ed by the geneial mamit;ers off'ring 
concessions. Another meeting of thf 
tmiun has been called, and the genenil 
belief is that a strike will be callf-d 
within the next 24 hours unless the 
railroad officials request another con- 
ference to try and settle the mutter 
without resorting to a tight.
